Capture of Bentschen Would Cut 
Communication With. Silesia 

Berlin, — Polish troops have occu- 
pied the railway station at Chrosch- 
nik, four miles from Bentschen and 
have sent an ultimatum to the Ger- 
man commande; in the latter place, 
demanding that he surrender. The 
demand has been refused and the 
Germans will defend Bentschen at all 
costs, a¢cording to the Tageblatt.

A Worthy Successor 


An announcement has just been made

More Maple Sugar 


Largely as a result of this war Canada 
will have to pay interest on about $2,- 
000,000,000. Her hope ‘of fluaricial sal- 
vation lies in the development of her 
natural resources. In calling attention 
to these facts Chairman H. B. Thomson 
of the Canada Food Board urges that the 
greatest possible development of the sug- 
ar. maple. trees of eastern Canada be un- 
dertaken this spring. ‘‘Every dollar's 
worth 6f Canadian maple: sugar and sy 
rup produced is @ dollar saved for Can- 
ada,’’ said Mr. Thomson. - 

Those who have made a_ business of 
‘maple sugar and maple syrup say that 
only 52 per cent of the trees in the aver- 
age sugar bush under operation are tap- 
ped and that without additional equip- 
ment save extra pails, it would be’ pass- 
ible to increase the production greatly if 
those 
some of their trees would tap fore. In 
addition to this possibility four expansjon 
is the opportunity presented by many 
farins which have sugar maple groves 
which are not tapped.at all, orifa few 


trees ade tapped, the small quantity of 


sugar and syrup produced suffices only 
for the use of the family on the tarm. 


A Montreal dealer recently sent out a 
questionaire to a large number of maple 
sugar producers asking questions ag to 
the amount produced, number of trees 
and total receipts in money. The ans- | 
wers yarried considerably, but one man 
with 75 acres of bush, realized $1,500 last | _ 


year for about three weeks work. 


The average healthy maple. tree was 
supposod to produce 60c worth of sap in 
the season at prices pertaining before the’ 


war. ‘It should be twice that much now. 


it will do no harm for farmers to exper- 
iment this season ‘and see how many 
treer they could tap, for sugar _ syrup

No 
one can tell what the Germans will 
do, nor whether they will agree to the 
terms of peace and reparation which 
we seek to impose upon them: Impa- 
tience now might lose, in a few 
weeks, all it has taken years of hero 
ism and sacrifice to gain. 

“During the next few months we 
must be strong and united in order 
that a firm settlement may be made 
with the enemy and that our country 
may exert its proper influence among 
other nations at the peace confer- 
ence.”

Are Spreading Stories of Advance by 
Polish -Army 
Washington. — Reports from Ber- 
lin that a Polish army was marching 
on the German capital is denied by 
the Polish bureau. ©The report was 
instigated for German propaganda

The vessel is of the type known as 
a sloop of war, similar to the Shear- 
water, and was built in England in 
1895. She is 185 feet long, steel built 
and has twin screws.
